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Carter's energy 

that old Ameriqan appeal

Will President Carter's energy plan self- 
destruct? Though his determination to sell it 
should not be underestimatedifor the short run, the 
plan lacks one important element that could keep 
the American people rallied behind it for several 
years. 

-That element is hope for an even better 
tomorrow. 

AMERICANS WILL SACRIFICE if they think 
there is a positive goal. The Carter plan, resting 
almost entirely on conservation of energy, misses 
the opportunity to ask them to meet the ultimate 
energy challenge. Tliat is to accelerate the shift to 
new Purees by committing huge amounts of 
money, manpower, experimentation and tech- 
nology to it. Instead, the President's basic 
message is "cut back." 

Economist Eliot Janeway put the problem of 
such a message in a nutehell. "Suffering sounds 
good," he said, "until the time comes for everyone 
to have a taste of it. Moreover, no exercise in 
belt-tightening is ever good for more than six 
months;" 

TRUE, AMONG MR. CARTER'S stated goals is 
a two-thirds increase in coal production. But, 
unless on-site gasification can be perfected (and 
that will take plenty of money and technical 
development), traditional strip mining is going to 
run into a political buzzsaw with the environmen- 
talists. Even if the coal plan survives, the burning 
of all that coal isn't going to make the air any 
cleaner. 

Mr. Carter dispatched an army of spokesmen 
into the field to sell the public on his plan. This 
massive effort - everything fronii Johnny Carson 
interviews to John Denver commericals - burned 
up a lot of human energy and will keep attention 
focused on the need to conserve for awhile. 

But Mr. Carter missed quite an opportunity 
when he neglected to couple his call for 
conservation with a call for a more positive 
long-range solution to declining oil and natural gas 
supplies. 
• 

HE NEED NOT have looked far for a successful 



model. In 1961, President John Kennedy set as a 
national goal a lunar landing within the decade. 
The landing was made on July 20, 1969. 

Kennedy had said it would take billions .of 
dollars' ahd an all-out commitment by the 
American people, but it would be worth it because 
it wouild stretch the horizons of man's knowledge 
and thus would lead to a better world. That, in 
efftect,.is how he marketed il. 4- 

The space program has long since had 
far-reaching effects on national defense tech^ 
nology, on communications, medical care and 
many other fields. . 

AT THE TIME, Kennedy had a short-range 
objective, top. That was to stay ahead of the 
Russians. But, he put his emphasis on the 
long-range benefits and the space program caught 
the imagination of the people, 

President Carter used the opposite approach by 
restrictuig hi^ proposals almost entirely to 
short-range problems; He might have urged every 
citizen to buy a latter-day equivaTent to War Bonds 
to build up a huge fund for research and 
development to accelerate use of alternative 
energy sources. 
Instead of such voluntary action, the Carter plan

We 
had flowmg wells in several places. Now the water 
table is low and many of us are dropping our 
well pipes deeper. I guess it's too many people and 
factories taking our precious water supply which 
is dwindling. Also, too many speedboats and septic 
discharges do no good. 

OUR ROADS, AS SHOWN in the 1937 picture 
taken at Wood and Circle, were like gravel lanes 
(one lane) wide. 

It was. 10 years later, in 1947, that we could 
prime and seal our roads after filling hol^. 

During those 10 years, our dues were only $5 a 
year. 

These were depression and war times^when 
coffee was selling at 15c a pound. Gasoline was 
seven gallons for $1. Road oil was 7c per gallon. 

We had groceries and meats delivered to our 
door oh order from town. Omar bakerie^ delivered 
bread and cakes regularly^ 

Elmer Hunter was in our sul^division every

Dredging machine added to waterways budget 



A total of $300,000. has been added to the state 
Waterways Divison budget to buy a dredging 
machine for use on the Chain*of-Lakes and the Fox 
River. 

Proposed by State Rep. Cat Skinner, Jr. 
(R-€rystal Lake) and supported by Rep. John' 
Matijevich (D-North Chicago). Skinner said the 
amendment means that Gov. Jim Thompson will 
be able to spend: 

(1) the $500,000 he personally directed be spent 
to hire a private contractor to continue dredging 
work on the Chain for one year« 

(2) Buy a dredging machine for $300,000 and hire 
a couple of employees to operate it or. 



(3) a combination of the two approaches.

Tips for sun fan 

Want to get a good, painftd,biistering sunburn? 
^r, do you want to begin picking up a summer tan 
without burning? 

That's easy. Just follow the simple rules of the 
American Medical Association: 15 to 20 minutes 
exposure the first day ; 20 to 25 minutes the second 
day; 25 to 30 minutes the third day; 30 to 35 
minutes the fourth day. Thereafter base exposure 
time on the degree of redness and tenderness of 
your skin. The shorter exposures are for those 
with light skin; the longer times are for darker 
skm. 



Remember this about tanning - it can't be 
rushed. Trying to rush it will only riisult in a bum. 
'The burned skin will peel, leaving you pale and 
pink again. 

Of course, the AMA also points out that there is . 
no health value in tanning. In fact, it contributes to 
early aging, and wrinkling of the skin, and to 
proliferation of skin cancer. But, if you insist on a 
tan, start slow and build up gradually. 

Consider the time of day for your suntanning. 
The sun's rays are most potent between 10 a.m. 
and 2 p.m., standard time. You won't get much tan 
before 8 a.m. or after 4 p.m., standard time. Don't 
forget that you can burn on cloudy days, on the 
water, and at high altitudes. 

Suntan lotion can be helpful in preventing a burn 
and promoting a tan. The lotions contain a 
chemical sun screen that absorb some of the rays, 
while letting others through. They also contain a 
lubricant to keep the skin from drying out too 
quickly. Suntan lotions must be reapplied at least 
once every two hours, and whenever the film may 
have worn off or washed off. 

If you burn - ointments, wet compresses apd 
soothing lotions will help the discomfort. A bland 
cold cream or a lightweight mineral oil may be 
applied to the skin. If the pain is excessive or if 
extensive blistering is present, consult your 
physician.
